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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group 1 , claim(s) 1-9, drawn to an apparatus for continuous plate manufacturing. 
Group 2, claim(s) 10-16, drawn to a method for continuous plate manufacturing. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 2 do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The 
common technical feature of groups 1 and 2 consists of the continuous plate 
manufacturing apparatus comprising two endless belts, gaskets running in between the 
belts, polymerizing raw materials on the belt surfaces in a heating zone, having a 
plurality of roller pairs supporting the belts and the outer diameter of the rollers are in a 
range of 100 to 500 mm. This technical feature was found to not define over the prior 
art a posteriori in view of Kato et al. (PN 3988098, although Kato teaches using rollers 
with a diameter of 90 mm, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to use rollers of 100 mm in optimization of the 
process and because one in the art would have reasonably expected that a roller with a 
diameter of 90 mm or 1 00 mm would function substantially equivalently) Due to the lack 
of a common special technical feature the two groups are subject to restriction. 

3. A telephone call was made to Paul Killos on 07/02/2008 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
